ISAY IT OUT LOUD. It’s an awesome sound. 
We’re already five months into the new decade. 
To get there we’ve survived Ronald Reagan in the 
White House, assorted crises with Iran, the U.S. liberation of Grenada, 
Oliver North, Jim and Tammy Bakker, the explosion of the Challenger that 
rocked the nation's space program, Moammar Khadafy, the Stock Market 
crash and dramatic recovery, the droughts of 1983 and '88, the blizzards of 
January 14, 1982, January 19, 1985, and December 15, 1987; area factory 
strikes and closings - the list goes on. 

IT HAS BEEN a most unpredictable decade. We’ve seen lots of 
growth and some retrenchment. It seems hard to believe that North Scott 
High School was, not long ago, home to about 1,200 students. Now we 
have only 830, but the decline seems to have stabilized. 

IN LOOKING BACK over the '80s, the early years brought the 
retirement of Mel Heiler, the construction of the fine arts auditorium, a new 
special education wing, and North Scott's largest ever graduating class - 
285 in 1982. In '83, North Scott celebrated its 25th anniversary. 

FROM '84-'86 North Scott saw the addition of French class, the 
founding of a chapter of Students Against Drunk Driving, three trips each 
to the state tournament for both the girls volleyball and basketball teams. 
Self-scheduling ended. Open Study Hall replaced SPACE and Craig Hintz 
replaced Ed Fischer as high school principal. 

THE YEARS 1987-89 brought the announcement that Caterpillar 
would close in 1988, new computer labs and library facilities, a state 
softball championship, Dr. Pat DcLuca taking over as superintendent and 
Dr. Gary Ratigan taking over as high school principal. Asbestos was 
removed from the high school, Saturday suspensions were re-introduced, 
and freshmen were permitted to apply for Open Study Hall privileges. 

AS WE OPEN the final decade of the 20th century, we take many 
memories, both good and bad, with us: 

President George Bush declared war on drugs; an earthquake rated at 7.1 
on the Richter Scale rocked San Francisco Bay area at 5:04 p.m. Pacific 
time on Tuesday, Oct. 17. They were about to start Game 3 of the "Battle of 
the Bay" World Series in Candlestick Park when the quake hit. It would be 
an unprecedented 10 days before the Series would resume at Candlestick 
Park. 

FOLLOWING HURRICANE HUGO that had ravaged the 
South Carolina Coast weeks earlier, the natural disasters made for a rough 
conclusion to the decade of the '80s. 

WHAT WILL THE decade of the 1990s bring? We have no way 
of forecasting that, but we do know that, as was the case with the '80s, there 
will be good and bad - and there will be memories. For the last 180 days 
or so, we have made many of those memories right here at North Scott 
High School, memories that will last a lifetime. No matter how rich or poor 
we are, no matter how beautiful or ugly we may be, we share one thing 
equally - time - the stuff that memories are made of and, as we know. 
Memories Can't Wait.

However, it’s not free time 
to do as they please—these students all hold 
regular jobs and get paychecks just like anyone 
else. They just get credit for it too. Only seniors 
who have taken one semester of a business 
course are eligible for the program, but some 
students may plan for the program earlier. A job 
is not required when registering for Multi- 
Occupations. If you don't have a job, Mrs. Tori 
Maxfield helps to find one. About 25% of the 
students keep their job when they graduate. The 
Multi-Occupation program is not for everyone, 
but those who benefit the most from it are those 
who have discovered the convenience involved in 
this working arrangement.
